thair citizens, that is to come into the 
city to become a part of it in fact as well 
as in spirit, to partake of the advant- 
ages of affiliation with an incorporated 
city that have been listed over and over: 
police and fire protection, lower fire in- 
surance rates, and a simple solution to 
the sewage disposal problem, to name 
a few 

The real decision is actually left up 
to Hazard’s City Commission. The State 
has placed the burden of the solution 
upon the city, since it is the agency that 
is in the drinking-water business, with 
Lothair as a major customer. Indica- 
tions at one time were that the Com- 
missioners favored annexation. They 
held meetings with Lothair leaders in 
the hope that they would be as agree- 
able to the annexation as they were. 
The meetings were hardly over-whelm- 
ing successful, though some say that 
certain influential elements in Hazard 
are more opposed to annexation than 
Lothair people are. 

Perhajps the mistake that was made 
at those first meetings was that they 
used the wrong meeting hall. Perhaps 
the next meeting should be held at the 
sewage treatment plant at Allais, in the 
chamber that first receives the sewage, 
fresh from the pipe line. In full view 
of what actual sewage is, face to face 
with the actual physical matter that goes 
into the Hazard-Lothair drinking bucket, 
perhaps the problem will assume less 
theoretical and more realistic propor- 
tions, and leaders of both communities 
will then be convinced that the State 
Water Pollution Control Commission 
knows what it is talking about when it 
speaks of health hazards, or, if you will, 
Hazard’s health.

As we view the various incidents and 
experiences of her fascinating life we see, 
clearly etched in the background, the steady 
growth and development of this typical rural 
Kentucky county. 

From horse and buggy days to our modern 
automated age Breathitt County weathered 
the successive ups and downs that generally 
characterized the growth of our entire nation 
over the last sixty years. However, Breathitt 
County has had its own unique character and 
development and Cora Noble describes it 
warmly and in great detail.
